Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed subject invention is not limited 
to practical application. Viewed as a whole, the claimed invention is merely bit 
developing, bit shifting, overflow detecting and prediction signal outputting in claim 1 
and selector receiving the an upper limit to select between the bit-developed mantissa 
part or bit-shifted mantissa part according to the overflow in claim 2. It does not impart 
any function to the "ADPCM" recited in the preamble. 

It should be noted that the preamble of the claim is not given weight unless it is 
reflected in the body of the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter
